‘The Selectmen's purpose in call- 
ing for the Town Meeting was to 
vote for a new Library, and nothing 
else, The Board of Trustees ofthe 
Library asked the Selectmen to put 
their article in first position inthe 
Warrant, It is possible they fear 
the effect of having a costly school 
building voted, before the library 
article appears before the voters,

No one was sure of the 1957 
limits of the gravel pit, as it was 
operating then, However the Sel- 
ectmen were certain that the gra- 
vel operations had gone beyond 
the 1957 limits, The Town En- 
gineer, Arthur Harding said, when 
asked his opinion that he believed 
there were violations at the pit.

Houing Authority 

A letter from the Town Clerk 
stated that the Wilmington Housing 
Authority had neither dated nor 
signed anything written to her con- 
cerning the resignation of Eddie 
Forest from that board, some time 
ago. The Selectmen voted to send 
a letter to the WHA inviting them 
to attend a joint meeting on Oct 25, 

‘Town Counsel Alan Altman sug- 
gested that a settlement should be 
made on the taking of land for Rte. 
125 nearly 10 years ago. He re- 
ported that Mr Melzar had said the 
decision was for $8000, and that 
the attorney general was about to 
make a ruling that they should have 
the land ‘for nothing’. 

A lett. from the Outdoor Ad- 
vertising Sign Commission stated 
that the billboard act had been dis- 
approved, and that a hearing was 
to be scheduled for a proposed 
sign, Selectman Paul Niles re- 
commended that the Wilmington 
Selectmen go on record with its 
state legislators in favor of towns 
controlling outside advertising. 

A memorandum from the Town 
Counsel stated that a transfer of 
$5000 made a few weeks ago by 
the Wilmington Finance Commit- 
tee for a wage classification study 
by the Finance Committee was il- 
legal.

‘A memo from the Building hb 
spector about tricks parked on 
Marcus Road said that the owner 
was no longer parking his trucks 
there. 

Selectman Miceli reported ona 
menting with the Selectmen of An- 
dover, He said that the Selectmen 
of that town were ‘emphatically not?

Two good streams ofwater could 
possibly put out the fire before the 
flames got outside the building - 
‘but no water came! 

‘The fireman who was at the hy- 

drant either broke the bronze axle 
or found it broken - because the 
wrench he was using just spun 
around and around, without engag- 
ing. 
‘And the five firemen manning the 
waterless hoses shouted - first at 
the man back at the hydrant, and 
then at each other, 

For 30 seconds it was a Irish 
Parliament - everybody shouting 
and nobody listening. 

‘Then the men jumped back onthe 
truck, drove around the building 
and back to Middlesex Avenue, and 
then to the parking lot near Be- 
dells’ Building on Main Street, 
Where there was another hydrant. 

‘Truck No 1 was in North Wil- 
mington, and Truck No 2 was on 
Burlington Ave, They were sum- 
moned by radio, and were racing 
to the scene of the fire as Truck 
No 5 was looking for a.hydrant 
that worked, 

Perhaps five minutes were lost 
in getting water to the fire, Truck 
No 2 hooked up to the hydrantnear 
Bedell’s, and Truck No 1 hooked 
up to the hydrant near the Walker

$100,000 Suit 
Romano Sues Elia 


Michael Elia, younger brother 
of the firm of Elia’s Country 
Store has been named the defend- 
ant, in a suit filed in Middlesex 
Superior Court, and attached for 
the sum of $100,000, 

Papers filed by Atty. Leo Son- 
tag of Boston for Ernest Romano, 
Director of Public Health of the 
Town of Wimington allege that 
Mike Elia, on or about May 2, 1967 
‘publicly, falsely and maliciously 
spoke to the plaintiff (Romano) 
and accused him of beinga ‘shake- 
down artist’, 

The declaration by Sontag fur- 
ther alleges that the conversation 
was carried on while Romano was 
making an inspection of Elia’s 
store, in the company ofthe Chair- 
man of the Board of Health, Jame:

Ella, through his attorney, Ro~ 
land I Wood of Wilmington has de- 
nied each and every one of the 
alleagations, and further said that 
if the statements were said he was 
provoked into saying them by the 
‘wrongful and malicious acts ofthe 

itt. 

Elia also holds that ifhe did make 
the statements it was in a ‘privi- 
liged conversation’ by reason of 
the occasion, and that the same was 
in good faith and without malice 
in the belief that the same was true.
